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AUDITOR'S REPORT 
To the Selectmen of Orange, New Hampshire 


We extend our thanks to the Town Officials for their 
cooperation, assistance and preparedness for the town 
audit. Their time and effort is most appreciated. 


We respectfully offer the following recommendations as a 
result of this year's audit: 


The requirement of supporting invoices/receipts for 
vouchers should be extended to Election & 
Registration expense reimbursements. A number of 
vouchers for expenditure for this purpose were 
undocumented. 


We would like to see the Detailed Statement of 
Payments in the Annual Report be more easily 
correlated to the Budget Appropriations. Listing the 
categories in identical order can accomplish this, and 
will also provide a simple check against inadvertent 
omissions. 


We recommend that the Police Department wages 
be paid monthly or quarterly in order to more evenly 
distribute the associated tax payments to the IRS. 


All the Town's accounts balanced, and no corrections nor 
adjustments were found to be necessary as a result of this 
year's audit.

YOU ARE HEREBY NOTIFIED to meet at the Town 
House in said Orange on Wednesday, the 3rd day of 
February 1999 at seven o'clock p.m. to discuss and debate 
Warrant articles 2 through 10, including the amendment of 
those articles as set forth below. 

YOU ARE HEREBY NOTIFIED to meet again at the 
Town House in said Orange on Tuesday, the 9th day of 
March 1999 at eleven o'clock a.m. to vote on all articles in 
the Warrant from the First Session and also to choose Town 
Officers under article 1. The polls will open at 11:00 a.m. 
and close at 7:00 p.m.. 

ARTICLE 1: To choose by ballot and plurality vote a Town 
Clerk, a Town Treasurer, 1 Selectman for three years, 1 
Cemetery Agent, 1 Overseer of Public Welfare for one year, 
1 Budget Committee Member for three years, 2 Auditors for 
one year, 1 Road Agent, 1 Tax Collector, 1 Deeding Agent, 
1 Trustee of Trust Funds for one year and any other officers 
required by law. 
ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to give a discount 
of 3% on taxes paid in full within thirty days from the date of 
the bills with the stipulation that the discount becomes 
forfeited if it is not deducted by the payer at the time the 
payment is made. 

(NOT RECOMMENDED BY SELECT MEN) 
ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
prepayment of taxes and to authorize the Tax Collector to 
accept payments in prepayment of taxes in accordance with 
N.H. RSA 80:52-a. 

(RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 
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ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
prepayment of resident taxes and authorize the Tax 
Collector to accept payment in prepayment of taxes. 

(RECOMMENDED BY SELECT MEN) 
ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
Highway Block Grant Fund of $22,117.11 for construction, 
reconstruction and maintenance of Class V highways and 
for the purchase of equipment. 

(RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 
ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town having voted to establish 
the Highway Equipment Capital Reserve Fund will raise 
and appropriate $5,000 to be paid into said capital reserve 
fund. 

(RECOMMENDED BY SELECT MEN) 
ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
operating budget for the Town for the fiscal year 1998. The 
question to be voted on by Official Ballot as required by 
RSA 40:13, XI, is as follows: © 


"Shall the Town raise and appropriate as an 
operating budget not including appropriations by special 
warrant articles, the amount set forth on the budget posted 
with the Warrant, for the purposes set forth herein, totaling 
$138,750? 

Should this article be defeated, the operating budget 
shall be $120,511 which is the same as last year with 
certain adjustments required by previous action of the Town 
or by law, or the governing body (the Board of Selectman) 
may hold one special meeting in accordance with RSA 
40:13, X and XIV to take up the issue of a revised operating 
budget only." 

(RECOMMENDED BY SELECT MEN) 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to return to the 
traditional town meeting. The question to be voted on by 
Official Ballot as required by RSA 40:14, VII, is as follows: 
‘Shall the provisions for voting by official ballot on all 
issues before the Town of Orange under RSA 40:13 be 
limited to election of officers and certain other questions?" 
(SUBMITTED BY PETITION) 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 

appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be donated to the Canaan 

F.A.S.T. Inc. to help defray the cost of a new ambulance. 
(SUBMITTED BY REQUEST) 


ARTICLE 10: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and 
other officers heretofore and pass any vote relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 11: To transact any business that may legally 
come before the meeting not on the warrant.

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ROAD COMMITTEE REPORT 


At The 1998 Town Meeting it was recommended 
that a Road Committee be formed to review town 
roads and present a plan for upgrading and 
maintaining the roads, to decide on a reasonable 
plan to show the people a yearly project of 
improvement, estimated costs, and ideas for 
continuing to keep roads improved and maintained 
during and after the plan. 


Roads to be reviewed are: 
Cardigan Mountain Road 
Eastman Road 

Tuttle Hill Road 

Cross Road 

Tug Mountain Road 

New Colony Road 

Peaslee Road 

Burnt Hill Road/Brock Hill Road 
River Road

A Committee was formed with the following 
people: Garrett Decato, Gleason Decato, Richard 
Remacle, Vern Hines, George Smith, and Frank 
Giner. The first recommendation from the 
committee was to divide the Highway Maintenance 
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Budget into summer and winter, and each having its 
own budget. The main reason for this is that the 
winter maintenance costs consume most of the 
highway budget leaving too little money for proper 
Summer maintenance. 


It is recommended by the Committee that the 
winter highway maintenance cover the time period 
from November 1st to April 15 and the summer 
highway maintenance cover the time period from 
Aprill6 to October 31st . We recommend that the 
winter highway maintenance budget be $32,000 
dollars for 1999. This figure was arrived at from 
taking the costs from the three previous years, 
which included the cost of salt, sand, plowing and 
snow removal, which averaged out to be $31,979 
dollars. Summer maintenance budget consists of 
the following projects of maintenance that are 
necessary to keep the roads properly maintained, 
(this does not include any major surface 
improvements just proper maintenance). Projects 
that should be done for 1999 are as follows: 


Sweeping of all paved roads in spring 

Roadside brush cutting (Tractor) 

Purchase of #1 Blacktop for potholes etc. (one 
dump truck load) 

Replace 3 Culverts (one on Burnt Hill, and two on 
Tuttle Hill) 

Purchase of one load of ledge stone plus trucking 
Two loads of hard pack plus trucking 
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Brush cutting and removal of dead trees (chainsaw) 
Brush chipper (4 days rental) 

Flushing out culverts (where necessary, at least 10 
known as of now) Ditch work on all roads (backhoe 
necessary) 

Grading and York Racking of all gravel roads ( 
average of 7 times for summer) 

10 Loads Crushed Gravel (paid for in 1998) needs to 
be hauled and spread on Burnt Hill and Tuttle Hill 

In this budget it also includes labor, and Town 
Truck Maintenance (Gas, oil, grease, & Repairs) 


It is recommended that a figure of $27,500 dollars 
be submitted for the 1999 Summer Highway 
Maintenance Budget. Total figure recommended 
for 1999 Highway Budget is $59,500 dollars 
Budget. 


The second phase the committee considered was 
the long term projects needed to improve the roads. 
It is recommended that this project be spread out 
over a 5 Year Time Period. Each road was evaluated 
considering the following, number of homes, mail 
route, bus route and overall condition of the roads.

Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. 
provides programs and services which support the 
health and well being of our older citizens and 
assist them to remain independent in their own 
homes and communities for as long as possible. 
Through eight locations throughout the County, 
including Plymouth, Bristol, Canaan, Lebanon, 
Orford, Haverhill, Littleton and Lincoln, older 
adults and their families are able to make use of 
community based long term services such as home 
delivered meals, senior dining room programs, 
transportation, care management services, 
information and referral, health and educational 
programs, adult day care, chore/home repair 
services, recreation and opportunities to be of 
Service to the community through volunteering. 

During 1998, 11 older residents of Orange 
were able to make use of one or more of GCSCC's 
services, offered through the Mascoma Area Senior 
Center. These individuals enjoyed 538 balanced 
meals in the company of friends in a senior dining 
room, received 123 hot, nourishing meals delivered 
to their homes by caring volunteers, were 
transported to health care providers or other 
community resources on 157 occasions by our lift- 
equipped buses, were assisted with problems, 
crises or issues of long term care through 9 visits 
by a trained social worker. The cost to provide 
these services for Orange residents in 1998 was 
$4,743.75. 
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Community based services provided by GCSCC 
and its many voiunteers for older residents of 
Orange were often important to their efforts to 
remain in their own homes and out of institutional 
care despite chronic health problems and 
increasing physical frailty, saving tax dollars and 
contributing to the quality of life of our older 
friends and neighbors. As our population grows 
older, such support becomes ever more critical.

In 
addition, regional studies, such as our Regional 
Transportation Plan, and regional projects, such as 
household hazardous waste collections, the 
nomination of Cold River to the NH Rivers 
Management and Protection Program, and the Lake

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 

To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and 
State Forest Ranger, contact your local Warden or Fire 
Department to find out if a permit is required before doing 
any open burning. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire 
permit law and other burning laws of the State of New 
Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to 
$2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all 
fire suppression costs. 

There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the New 
Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands, Forest Protection 
Bureau. State Forest Rangers are available to assist 
communities with forest fire suppression, prevention and 
training programs as well as the enforcement of forest fire 
and timber harvest laws. If you have any questions 
regarding forest fire and timber harvest laws please call our 
office at 271-2217. 

There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy 
Forest Fire Wardens throughout the state. Each town has a 
Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who 
assist the Forest Rangers with forest fire suppression, and 
law enforcement. Early in 1998 we experienced an ice 
storm, which caused severe damage to forests of New 
Hampshire. This damage created a greater potential fire 
hazard as well as safety hazards to many areas of the state. 
Your local fire warden and Forest Rangers need your 
assistance in preventing wildfires in these hard hit areas 
and throughout the State. If you need assistance or 
information dealing with ice damaged woodlands, please 
call 1-800-444-8978. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 
2 mobile patrols and 3 contract aircraft patrols. This early 
detection and reports from citizens aid in the quick 
response from local fire departments. This is a critical factor 
in controlling the size of wildland fires and keeping the loss 
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of property and suppression costs as low as possible.

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ORANGE TOWN MEETING MINUTES 

February 4, 1998 
Moderator, Daniel Hazelton opened the meeting at 
7:00 p.m. The rules of the meeting were reviewed. 


Nate Harpootlian made a motion to read the articles 
as written. Edith Sova seconded. Voted in favor. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose by ballot and plurality vote a 
Moderator, a Town Clerk, a Town Treasurer, 1 
Selectman for three years, 1 Cemetery Agent, 1 
Overseer of Public Welfare for one year, 1 Budget 
Committee Member for three years, 2 Auditors for 
one year, 1 Road Agent, 1 Tax Collector, 1 Deeding 
Agent, 1 Trustee of Trust Funds for one year and 
any other officers required by law. 


Frank Giner asked if the Policeman's position was 
elected or appointed. (It was noted that it was an 
appointed position.) 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to give a 
discount of 3% on taxes paid in full within thirty 
days from the date of the bills with the stipulation 
that the discount becomes forfeited if it is not 
deducted by the payer at the time the payment is 
made. (RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 


By voice vote, it was voted favorably to leave the 
wording of Article 2 as written. 
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ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the prepayment of taxes and to authorize 
the Tax Collector to accept payments in 
prepayment of taxes in accordance with N.H. RSA 
80:52-a. (RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 


By voice vote, it was voted favorably to leave the 
wording of Article 3 as written. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the prepayment of resident taxes and 
authorize the Tax Collector to accept payment in 
prepayment of taxes. (RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 


By voice vote, it was voted favorably to leave the 
wording of Article 4 as written. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to 
appropriate the Highway Block Grant Fund of 
$23,380 for construction, reconstruction and 
maintenance of Class V highways and for the 
purchase of equipment. (RECOMMENDED BY 
SELECTMEN) 


Joe Cioffi asked for a breakdown of where the 
money would go and if the Selectmen would then 
disburse it as they see the need. Gerry Daniels 
Stated that the money would go just into the 
highway fund. She further stated that the 
Selectmen would disburse the money as they saw 
the need. 
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By voice vote, it was voted favorably to leave the 
wording of Article 5 as written. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town having voted to 
establish the Highway Equipment Capital Reserve 
Fund will raise and appropriate $5,000 to be paid 
into said capital reserve fund. (RECOMMENDED BY 
SELECTMEN) 


There was discussion regarding Capital Reserve 
Funds, how the money is taken from said account, 
the importance of maintenance of roads, and how 
this type of article could be worded differently 
next year. 


By voice vote, it was voted favorably to leave the 
wording of Article 6 as written. 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to 
appropriate the operating budget for the Town for 
the fiscal year 1998. The question to be voted on by 
Official Ballot as required by RSA 40:13, XI, is as 
follows: 


"Shall the Town raise and appropriate as an 
Operating budget not including appropriations 
by special warrant articles, the amount set 
forth on the budget posted with the Warrant, 
for the purposes set forth herein, totaling 
$118,700? 
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Should this article be defeated, the operating 
budget shall be $120,511 which is the same 
as last year with certain adjustments 
required by previous action of the Town or by 
law, or the governing body (the Board of 
Selectman) may hold one special meeting in 
accordance with RSA 40:13, X and XIV to take 
up the issue of a revised operating budget 
only." 

(RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 


Bruce Ells questioned the amount for the Fire 
Department. Gerry Daniels explained that the 
$17,500 was what the Town of Canaan stated was 
the portion for the Town of Orange. Frank Giner 
asked if they could add $5,000 in this article for 
Highway/Roads improvements. 

The Moderator stated that one couldn't specify 
where the extra money could be used. 

Charles Sova suggested that when the committee 
gets together for next year the could do it then. 


By voice vote, it was voted favorably to leave the 
wording of Article 7 as written. 


ARTICLE 8: We the following signers appreciate the 
great effort from all our Town Officers in the past 
years. We understand there has not been a salary 
increase in 10 years and we feel it is time for an 
adjustment. This petition requests a Warrant 
Article for the upcoming Town Warrant Hearings 
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and a request that the following salaries for 
Elected Officials be considered as follows: 


Selectmen $1,300.00/yr. 
Town Clerk $700.00/yr. 
Tax Collector $800.00/yr. 
Treasurer $800.00/yr. 
Moderator $25.00/meeting 
Checklist Supervisor $25.00/meeting 
Auditor $60.00/yr. 
Budget Committee $60.00/yr. 
Cemetery Agent $9.00/hr. 

Road Agent $11.00/hr. 


(SUBMITTED BY PETITION) 


Charles Sova explained that there was a problem 
with the way this article was written: some 
positions were left off and the per hour was 
questioned if it could be changed. 


Linda Bateman stated that she had an amendment 
for this article: 


AMENDMENT TO ARTICLE 8: To see if the 

Town will vote to appropriate $2,500.00 to 
cover recommended salary increases for all 
town officials, both elected and appointed. 
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The Moderator asked if that would leave it up to the 
Selectmen as to how to distribute the money? 

Linda Bateman stated yes. 

Joe Cioffi seconded the amendment to Article 8. 


By voice vote, it was voted favorably to accept the 
wording of Article 8 as amended. 


ARTICLE 9: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, 
and other officers heretofore and pass any vote 
relative thereto. 


Gerry Daniels explained that the Town Report was 
missing some reports of officers due to the fact 
that not all officers were audited before the report 
had to be printed. She stated that these missing 
reports would be available at the March 10th 
elections. 

ARTICLE 10: To transact any business that may 
legally come before the meeting not on the warrant. 
Frank Giner asked why the Police Department 
expense was so high. Gerry Daniels explained that 
this was because the bill was submitted late and 
therefore the expense was for more than one year's 
expenses. Nate Harpootlian suggested in the future, 
this be noted in the reports when they are printed. 
Frank Giner questioned if the Town has looked into 
the State Police or the Sheriff's Dept. or another 
Town for the Town of Orange's Police. 

It was explained that this was researched and 
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looked into extensively many years ago before they 
decided to have it the way it is now. This was the 
best way to go. 

Frank Giner asked why the State does not maintain 
Mt. Cardigan Road up to the crest during the winter 
months. Bruce Ells stated that the Park is closed 
during the winter. Frank Giner asked if the state 
could be approached about this. Gerry Daniels 
Stated that she would call. 


Charles Sova stated that in late January the 
Selectmen received a letter from the Town of 
Bartlett requesting that a question be presented to 
the Town: does the Town of Orange want to be a 
part of paying a user fee for the use of the White 
Mountain National Forest. 


The following resolution was made: That the Town 
of Orange votes to be not included as part of the 
user fee for the use of the White Mountain National 
Forest. 


The Moderator reminded those present that the 
elections will be held on March 10th from 11am - 
7pm. 


The meeting was adjourned at 7:43pm..
